This Petition is submitted in order to allow filing when some 
of the inventors refuse to sign a Declaration. The required fee of 
$130.00 under 37 CFR 1.17 (i) is also being submitted herewith. 

The subject application was filed with an unsigned Declaration 
on February 18, 2002 in the names of four inventors, as follows: 
James O. Dolly, Gregory A. O' Sullivan, Nadiem Mohammed and Patrick 
G. Foran. 

Of the four inventors, only one inventor, Gregory A. 
O f Sullivan, has to date signed a Declaration, Power of Attorney and 
Petition. A copy of that document is attached hereto as Exhibit 
"A" . As attested by the additional facts enumerated below, the 
other three inventors have to date refused to sign, notwithstanding 
diligent efforts to obtain the signatures by employees of the 




Assignee, Imperial < College Innovations Limited/ whose address is 
Sherf ield Building, Imperial College, London SW7 2AZ, (GB) , an 
affiliate of the employer of the three non-signing inventors, the 
Imperial College of Science, Technology and Medicine, whose address 
is London SW7 2 AY. 

This Petition is submitted on behalf of the signing inventor, 
Gregory A. 0 f Sullivan, and the three non-signing inventors, James 
0. Dolly, Nadiem Mohammed and Patrick G. Foran, requesting that 
Gregory A. 0 f Sullivan be enabled to make the application in the 
name of all four inventors. Such action is believed necessary in 
order to preserve the rights of all of the inventors inasmuch as if 
it is decided otherwise, the rights of the inventors to obtain 
patent protection in the United States of America will be 
irretrievably lost. Any benefit ensuing to the 'Assignee will also 
be lost. 

The other pertinent facts surrounding the non-signing by the 
above-three inventors are set forth below. 

1. A subject National phase application was filed by the 
undersigned attorney in the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office on 
February 18, 2002 pursuant to being engaged by and in accordance 
with instructions received from the United Kingdom firm of Eric 
Potter Clarkson, Park View House, 58 The Ropewalk, Nottingham NG1 
5DD, United Kingdom, who represent the Imperial College Innovations 
Limited. The application included an unsigned Declaration, Power 
of Attorney and Petition. 
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2. A Notification of Missing Requirements Under 35 USC 371 
in the United States Designated Elected/Office (DO/EO/US) was 
mailed on April 25, 2002 requiring, inter alia, a signed Oath or 
Declaration. 

3. A Supplemental Declaration, Power of Attorney and 
Petition was sent by the undersigned attorney to the above- 
mentioned firm of Eric Potter Clarkson, who, as indicated, 
represent the Imperial College Innovations Limited, the Assignee of 
this subject invention, on April 30, 2002 for attending to 
obtaining the signatures of the inventors. 

4. Additional facts have been supplied in a statement made 
by Dr. Stephanie J. Pilkington, Ph.D., of the Eric Potter Clarkson 
firm in a letter dated September 30, 2002 as follows: 

"Declaration documents were sent to Imperial College 
Innovations Limited ("Innovations") on 8 May 2002. A 
Declaration signed by the inventor Gregory O 1 Sullivan was 
received by Eric Potter Clarkson on 20 May 2002. A 
reminder was sent to Innovations on 7 June 2002. 
Innovations asked Eric Potter Clarkson to send copies of 
the Declaration documents directly to the inventors for 
signature. Copies were sent directly by Eric Potter 
Clarkson to the inventors on the following dates: 28 
June 2002 and 29 July 2002. No response was received. A 
further copy of the documents was sent by Eric Potter 
Clarkson to Innovations on 8 August 2002." 
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5. The letter from Dr. Pilkington also contained a 

listing of facts supplied by and directed to the efforts of 

Imperial College Innovations Limited to obtain signatures of 

the remaining inventors as follows: 

Monday, August 12, 2002 - New copies of documents requiring 
signatures arrive 

Monday, August 12, 2002 - Imperial College Innovations Limited 
request to Faculty for contact details of Nadiem Mohammed 
(email) 

Monday, August 12, 2002 - Imperial College Innovations Limited 
request to Patrick Foran for signature (email and internal 
mail) • 

Monday, August 12, 2002 - Imperial College Innovations Limited 
email to Oliver Dolly requesting signature on Power of 
Attorney - documents faxed to Oliver Dolly. 

Thursday, August 15, 2002 - Oliver Dolly 1 s reply, "I will be 
happy to sign the forwarded document after it has the 
signatures of the other three co-inventors". 

Thursday, August 15, 2002 - Ava Yeo (Faculty Administrator) 
"Dr. Mohammed is presently not on Imperial College Innovations 
Limited payroll... you may wish to contact him at his home 
address... if he wishes to respond he may but we cannot ask 
him to" . Imperial College Innovations Limited later receive a 
telephone call from Ava Yeo - Patrick Foran is unhappy about 
being contacted for his signature. 

Thursday, August 22, 2002 - Telephone call from Ava Yeo - has 
talked to the inventors - still unwilling to sign. 

Friday, September 6, 2002 - Meeting in faculty between 
representatives of Imperial College Innovations Limited and 
Ava Yeo - inventors still unwilling to sign. 

Friday, September 6, 2002 - Imperial College Innovations 
Limited drafts letters of explanation and sends to Oliver 
Dolly and to Ava Yeo for distribution to Patrick Foran and 
Nadiem Mohammed. 

Tuesday, September 17, 2002 - Nadiem Mohammed calls Imperial 
College Innovations Limited: - Nadiem Mohammed and Patrick 
Foran would like to come in to discuss the situation - 
appointment is made for Friday, September 20, 2002. 
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Friday, September 20, 2002 - Meeting between Imperial College 
'Innovations Limited and Nadiem Mohammed and Patrick Foran - 
still unwilling to sign the documents.
